When Enemy Seeks 
To Retake Islands 


WASHINGTON, Aug. Army and Navy sea 


and air forces have joined bea with a huge Japanese ar- 
‘mada attempting to smash the American offensive in the 
‘Solomon Islands, the Navy announced today, and so far have 
inflicted heavy damage on the enemy. 

| First reports made public from? De oe 4 gic 
the fighting zone did not indicate 
‘the extent of American losses but 
‘showed that more than a _ hall 
dozen enemy ships had been ef- 
'fectively bombed or torpedoed 
| with these results: 

One large carrier, 
'identified, hit four times by 
| bombers. 

One smaller carrier, the Ryuzyo, 
severely damaged by Navy carrier- 
based aircraft. 

One battleship hit by carrier- 
based planes. 

Several cruisers hit by carrier- 
based planes. 

Ships Left Burning. 


One other cruiser and one 
enemy transport hit by United 
States aircraft yesterday in what 
appears to have been the pre- 
liminary phases of the battle. Both | 
ships were left burning fiercely. 

The Solomons campaign burst 
into violent fighting after a period 
of desultory activity marked on> 
August 23 by an enemy air attack 
on Guadalcanal island in which 21 
Jap planes were shot down while 


American forces suffered only 
minor damage. On the same night 
enemy destroyers bombarded Ma- 
rine shore positions. 

Naval forces under Vice Admiral 
Robert Lee Ghormley, commander 
in the New Zealand area, and 
Army Air Forces of General Doug- 
las MacArthur in Australia had 
been prepared for strong Japanese 
counterattacks, and presumably 
were in position to deal the enemy 
powerful blows. 


A naval communique announcec- 
ing that the battle was under way 
said that “it was expected that 
‘our occupation of the important 
‘enemy base of Tulagi would be 
countered by a violent attempt on 
the part of the enemy to recap- 
ture their shore bases in this 
area.” 

“This counterattack has de- 
veloped and is now being met,” 
the communique added. 

Amphibious Warfare. 

Indications were that the first 
actions were of the plane versus 
warship variety which have be- 
come so familiar in the amphibi- 
‘ous warfare of the Pacific.

Thrombosis is a _ condition 
produced by a fibrinous coagu- 
lum or clot which forms in and 
obstructs a 
blood ves- 
sel. 

As regard- 
ing eyes, it 
most usually 
attacks the 
c a Vv ernous 
sinus, the 
central ar- 
tery or the 
central vein. 

When the 
cavernous DR. L. N. HUFF 
sinus is vic- - 
timized, it is almost always in- 
fective and usually is fatal. It 
may be due to extension of a 
thrombus in the orbital veins 
occurring in orbital abscess, or 
by neighboring pus foci locat- 
ed in the nose, pharynx, ton- 
sils, teeth, and the nasal acces- 
sory sinuses, or’ may follow 
erysipelas, caries of the pe- 
tros bone, and metastasis in 
pyemia (a_ blood infection 
caused by absorption by the 
blood stream of morbid or 
putrid matter). 

It produces papilledema 
(choked disc), exophthalmos 
(pop eyes), endema of the eye- 
lids, and lidation of the orbital 
and palpebral’ veins. 

Obstruction of the central 
artery of the retina by non- 
infected embolus or thrombus 
is of infrequent occurrence, 
and although it causes sudden 
blindness, the condition might 
not be recognized by the pa- 
tient, because it is unilateral 
and there is no yin. The left 
eye is generally affected by 
embolus, either eye by throm- 
bus. If neglected for a few 
days, degeneration of the re- 
tina occurs and at the end of 
a few weeks atrophy of the 
nerve fiber and ganglion cells 
layers is complete. There is 
sudden complete blindness— 
even perception of light is lost.

Cartailment Is Effective

And the word “Ger- 
man” had been inserted in the mention of the 
fifteen soldiers slain at Rouen.

The Nazi-Quisling regime in Norway has, 
apparently, adopted the methods so efficiently 
enforced by our own labor organizations. They 
have adapted to their own purposes those 
controversial systems, the “closed shop” and 
the “check off.” 

It is in regard to the Norwegian school 
teachers that the Nazis have used these tricks. 

' Last year, the Quisling government promul- 
gated an order that all teachers in Norwegian 
schools must belong to the Laerersamband, 
which carried with it a pledge that the teacher 
would teach only Nazi ideas of government and 
of right to the pupils. This included teaching 
the young Norwegians to be disloyal to every 
national heritage of freedom and bringing them 
up to become new robots for Nazis armies, just 
as are the youth of Germany. 

Hundreds of teachers were arrested and 
thrown into concentration camps for refusal 
to sign this Laerersamband pledge. 

Now, all schools have been ordered to reopen 
after the summer recess. What about the 
teachers? Well, Quisling’s government has ruled 
that every teacher who continues to teach will 
thereby be considered as automatically belong- 
ing to the Laerersamband. No written applica- 
tion for, or confirmation of, membership will 
be required of the teachers and “dues” will 
be deducted from the teachers’ salaries, whether 
they wish it or not. |

Let him say to another: “Your chief interest is the making of 
money, and you think property will make you safe in a bankrupt 
world; but if this war is lost, our land will be looted of its riches 
and no man will keep property that is coveted by the conquerors.” 

Let him say to all of them: “Whatever you love more than 
liberty will be the first thing lost when liberty #4 gone.” 

The war may be short or long, but this much is certain: The 
more we fail to do our uttermost, the longer it will last and the 
more it will cost in blood and treasure. 

Nobody can win it for us. There is no easy short-cut to victory. 
We are fighting hard and ruthless men, who have skill and courage 
and superb equipment, plus resources now greater than ours, and 
they are fully determined to destroy us and write the degrading 
peace in Washington. 

If we lose, the fortunate will be the dead; and we can win only 
by discarding all other interests and concerns, making ourselves 
hard and grim and ruthless, and smashing ahead through blood 
and misery till our enemies are wholly and finally crushed. 

Let some prophet make us see it.

A correspondent advises that I 
have managed to get wood lice, 
fleas, chiggers, ticks and chigoes 
all balled up, in the booklet “Un- 
bidden Guests,” dealing with bed- 
bugs, ants, fleas, flies, mosquitoes, 
cockroaches, cooties, black widow 
spiders, ringworm, hookworm and 
other unwelcome parasites. 


What I describe as “chiggers’’ 
are actually wood ticks, the corre- 
spondent says. The correspondent 
continues: 


“Ashamed as I am to say it, I 
have been infested with these 
mites for several years. They bur- 
row beneath the skin and lay eggs 
there, causing an unsightly sore 
and leaving a bad scar. They’re 
chiggers, sometimes called chigoe 
or jigger, so small it is hard to see 
them with the naked eye. I have 
consulted many doctors but have 
found nothing to eradicate them. 
The sores are usually about the 
ankles. If you can suggest any 
remedy for the trouble you will 
confer a great favor on many 
readers.” 

I have had scabies (the itch), 
mosquito bites, bedbug bites, etc., 
but I have never had apy personal 
experience with flea bites, chig- 
gers, ticks, so I have to defer to 
the authoritative textbooks on the 
skin and skin diseases. These au- 
thorities ought to hold a conven- 
tion and agree on what is a chig- 
ger. Some of them say a chigger 
is pulex penetrans, the sand flea 
(pulex irritans is the common 
flea). Others describe chiggers as: 

“Chiggers are minute parasites, 
almost invisible to the naked eye, 
which get upon the skin and bur- 
row beneath the epidermis, pro- 
ducing inflammatory swellings, 
usually whoeals or papules. The 
impregnated female alone invades 
the skin. Anointing the surface 
with carbolized oil or kerosene re- 
lieves the irritation and kills the 
parasite. Oil of eucalpytus, oil of 
pennyroyal, menthol, camphor and 
similar volatile substances offer a 
certain amount of protection 
against them.” 

Another authoritative textbook 
on dermatology says: 

“Jigger. The treatment is by 
extraction of the flea by means 
of a heatéd needle, whereby it is 
destroyed simultaneously. The re- 
sulting wound should be dressed 
antiseptically.” 

The body of the wood tick 
swells to nearly pea size after the 
insect has sucked blood. Apply a 
drop of turpentine or benzine to 
the tick and she will retract her 
head and let go. If brushed off 
forcibly the head may be left in 
the skin.

So R. N. Dowling, representa- 
tive of a garment manufacturing 
company, told some 500 delegates 
from 23 southern states yester- 
day at the 10th annual convention 
of the Southern Garment Indus- 
try, which is scheduled to close 
its three-day session at the Bilt- 
more hotel this morning. 

Urging the garment manufac- 
turers to produce work clothes for 
women, who now are working 
side by side with men in fac- 
tories, he said that the month of 
July showed a 257 per cent gain 
over 1941 in the number of wom- 
en working in war production 
plants. “By next year,” he added, 
“at least 6,000,000 women are ex- 
pected to be employed in war 
plants.” 

Safety Requirements. 

Because of the increasing num- 
ber of women workers, many 
plants have laid down safety re- 
quirements for the garb the best- 
dressed women in plane and mu- 
nitions plants will wear, 
plained. ‘“‘There must be no belts, 
loose sleeves, or large pockets to 
catch in machines. 

“The second consideration 
costuming women in this all-out 
war is keeping up morale,” 
serted. 
to wear a sort of work uniform, 
there is no typically feminine 
competition as to who will wear 
the prettiest clothes. Then, too,” 
he added, “when the girls are in 
uniform, they feel more like a 
part of the fighting forces.” 

Six members of the Decatur 
Junior League modeled the latest 


rage in outfits for feminine war | 


workers in factories. The most 
popular numbers, according to 
Dowling, included a_ one-piece 
coverall, a two-piece coverall, a 
two-piece inner-outer coverall, an 
with matching shirt, a 
jumper coverall, and a jumper 
dress. 

These garments combine come- 
liness with the practicality of such 
features as concealed buttons, set- 
in belts, slash pockets, and ad- 
justable ankle tabs. Some of them 
have special micrometer and pen- 
cil pockets, he said. 

Defending the War Production 
Board from charges of inefficiency 
made by its critics, J. W. Peters, 
head priorities specialist of the

“We are a rich and powerful 
‘nation, but we cannot afford to 
waste our resources. If we waste 
materials, we waste the lives of 
our sons. The War Production 
Board has done a good job in in- 
creasing and converting produc- 
tion facilities, but has not done so 
well in controlling the flow of 
war materials.” 

Accusing many businessmen of 


tin not thinking in terms of total 


war, he asserted: “We must con- 
serve, concentrate’ and fight. We 
must never again say, ‘Too little 
too late.” We must say, ‘Today 
enough; tomorrow more.’ ”

He took up his war post as Rear

His last naval assignment before 
he went to the RAF was in the 
spring of 1940 when he inspected 
the French naval bases at Toulon 
and Brest.

Wedded to Marina. 

Prince George was made Duke 
of Kent in October, 1934, shortly 
before his marriage to Princess 
Marina of Greece, a tall slim 
dark-eyed girl who later was to 
set the fashion pace in London and 
continental centers. 

The couple’s marriage in No~ 
vember, 1934, in ancient Wéstmin- 
ster Abbey was one of the great 
pre-war social splashes, a cere- 
mony set in a circle of gleaming 
tiaras, sable mantles and gold 
braid. 

Crowds outside the Abbey 
fought for a glimpse of the slim 
ida ark-eyed bride and her royal 
ihusband. Hysterical women faint- 
'ed by the score. 

The Duke and his Duchess lived 
in accustomed royal splendor in 
the years before the war. Marina 
began setting the fashion in Lon- 
don and was reputed to have spent 
$12,000 in 1937 for a spring 
wardrobe of 22 gowns. 

The war changed their living 
habits as it did for all other Brit- 
ons. They left their swanky Lon< 
don house for more simple quar- 
ters, removed their children to the 
country, and Marina last year was 
seen in a bargain basement. She 
bought a hat she had seen in the 
slim advertising pages of a London 
newspapepr.
